to consider ,_the Pony farm crossing 
and the most feasible plan of elimi- 
nating the crossings at grade visited 
the locality hud at the request of the 
committee A. T. Paine, assistant divi- 
sion engineer of the State Highway 
department accompanied them. 


Mr. Paine directed the attention of 


the committee to two plans which 
have at various times been consid- 
ered in discussing 
this 
dangerous 


crossing. One is to commence about 
opposite the old Gallup home 
and 


curving the highway to the south 
construct an overhead crossing and 
then down through Johnson's grove 
to connect with the present highway 
west of the Pony farm crossing.' 


The second plan is to construct a 


new section of macadam from the 
objectionable crossing west along the 
north side of the D. & H. tracks about 
two miles and connect with the pres- 
ent highway just west of the crossing 
known as the Crandall crossing. This 
would necessitate a new bridge over 
the Otego creek and a considerable 
cut in the knoll just west of the Glen 
bridge crossing. There would be some 
filling along the route 10 raise the 
roadway at least two f<"-t above the 
high water level. 


In conversation, Mr. Paino stated 


that there was at one time a com- 
plete plan for the latter improvement 
and he believes that it is i intact at 
the office of his chief Division Engi- 
neer Smith at Binghamton. The esti- 
mate at the time it was prepared was 
lower than the work could be done 
for at the present time but it is be- 
lieved that it would be far cheaper 
than the overhead crossing east of 
the Pony farm crossing 
first 
sug- 


gested. 


Two problems are to be faced in the 


construction of the new highway. The 
railroad company would be required 
to bear a considerable part of the 
overhead crossing while there would 
exist no legal obligation to contribute 
to the cost of the new macadam.

Fine Over Stape to Prevent Smoke 
and l-'lames from 
Possible Vlre 


Ucaclilng Audience. 
The skylight flue atop the stage 


loft of th'e Oneonta theatre, v.-hich is 
designed to prevent the smoke and 
flames from stage fires from getting 
into the auditorium, has been com- 
pleted and is now adding a sizable 
quota to the safety pf the patrons of 
the theatre. 


The skylight operates on the prin- 


ciple of a fireplace flue and is over- 
size for the amo.unt of stage floor 
space. 
Its sides are held shut by 


ropes joined by links of fusible metal. 
Should a lire start on the stage—-and 
it is a fact that 90 per cent of all 
theatre fires start there—the fusible 
links would melt or the ropes burn 
through and-the sid^s of the skylight 
would fall open, creating a powerful 
draft which would suck the flames and 
smoke up and out of the theatre. 
With the heavy asbestos curtain low- 
ered not a particle of smoke would go 
out into the auditorium to cause panic j ; 
and possible lot-s of life. The skylight 
may also be opened from the stage 
n case of emergency or for vcntil.it- 
mg purposes In case of warm weather.
